FIX DEATH FOR LOVESWAR

Jureors Find Prisoner Guilty of Mur-
der nnd Yame Wis Life ss
the Fennlty.

BTURGIS, & D, Aug. 2. —(Special Tels-
gram. p=The verdict of gullty, with the
penalty of death, was Erought In by the
jury in the Earnest Loveswar murder case
Iate laat night. Loveswar killed Oeorge
Puck of Sloux Clty, In., and CQeorge On-
trander of Climbing HIill, Ia., on a ‘ranch
ofi the Red Owl, near thin place. The jJury
was composed of 8 D. Tayler, F. M. Jack-
son, C. Clark Anderson, John Miller, W,
H. Powell, OQeorge Hanoasat, ¢, C, Com-
stock, M. M. Mance, B4 Whitman, Frank
Devears, Hugh Carsey and C, D. Derger.

The testimony in the Loveawar murder
trinl was concluded at 3 o'clock yeaterday.
Judge Rica granted a short recean to rest
the jury and the arguments were com-
menced. Attorney Wenley A. Btuart of
counsel for the atats opensd the argument
befors the jury on bebalf of the state,

The following Ia the verdiet of the jury:

“The jury In the above entitled action
finds the defendant, Earnest Loveawar,
gullty of murder as charged In the informa-
tion, and we 0Ox the pebnalty at death.”

The above verdict was brought into court
by the jury ahortly befors 12 o'clock last
night in the cane of Loveswar, charged with
the murder of George Puck.

Bo keen has beem the intergst taken by
the entire publle hal notwithstandiog It
was almost midnight the large court room
was crowded, even the standlong room being
filed. The defendant, as the verdict of the
jury was read In a clear volee by the clerk
of the courl, sat stolidly by his counsel
with downcast head and never lifted his
eyes from the floor. There was a goneral
murmur of approval from the sntire audl-
ence as the clerk concluded the reading.

As the defendant was being conducted
from the court room to his cell by sheriff
Smith he had a most dejocted and hope-
less appearance. Judge Rlee fixed Wednes-
day, Auguet § for passing the sentence as
to the date of the defendant's executlon.

It is quite widely belleved in some quar-
ters that Loveswar wias not alone in this
awful affalr and some predict that before
the date of his exscutlon arrives he will
divuige more Information and implleate
someons else,

Coroner MoSloy and Sheriff Smith nare
being universally extolied for the prompt
and effective work In ferreting the gullty
party, and it was due L0 thelr interest that
Attorney Stuart was cmployed as addl-
tlonal counsel for the state.

James MoNonny and MoMahon made short
nddresses on behall of the defendant.

To the surprise of all the defendant went
upon the stand In his own defense, but
before leaving it made several damaging
admissions, though he denied the confes-
slon. The most novel theory of n defense
ever Interposed in a criminal trial was put
forward by Loveswar's attorseys. The de-
fendant went on the witness stand and
stated that Dr. McS8loy, the coroner, took
him Into the sheriff's office, that the doctor
placed his knees agalnst those of the de-
fendant and kept looking him so, imtently
the eyes that he sald anyibhiog and
everyihing the doclor .wanted him te. The
theory nmargued by defendant's attorneys
was that the doctor by hypnotle power
and the power of suggestion made him
confess to a false state af fancts

placed his revolver to his right temple and
fred & bullet through his head. He dled
an hour later.
